U-BOATS OPERATE IN SIGHT 
_ OF NEWFOUNDLAND SHORE 


Two Attacked, One Possibly Sunk, About 400 
Miles From U. S. Base, Navy Minister 
Asserts, 


TORONTO, Nov. 5 (AP).—Navy 
Minister Angus MacDonald said to- 
day that Nazi submarines are op- 
erating “off the coast of Newfound- 
land—within sight of the shore.” 

He later added that two U-boats 
were attacked and .one possibly was 
sunk off the north tip of New- 
foundland last month. 

The submarines attacked were 
discovered where Belle Isle Strait, 
the northern mouth of the St. 
Lawrence River, empties into the 
Atlantic, MacDonald said. This is 
about 400 miles from the site of 
the United States Newfoundland 
navy base on the south coast. 

“Of the submarines we located 
at the Belle Isle channel, one was 
attacked by a Canadian corvette 
and possibly sunk, and one was 
attacked by a Canadian coastal 
plane,” he said. “There are many 
submarines now between Belle 
Isle Strait and Iceland, and there 


are others along the southern con- 
voy route.” . 

Hé declared further that Nazi 
U-boats lie off Dakar, French 
West Africa, and “nearly always 
attack a convoy passing there, and 
they can generally get a ship.” 

The Navy Minister’s statement 
was made when reporters asked 
him to give further details of his 
report to the House of Commons 
last night that Canadian ships 
have sunk “more than one German 
U-boat.” 

“You can say there are submar- 
ines right off the coast of New- 
foundland—that they are actually 
within sight of the shore,” he said. 

“Naturally, we are attacking 
them whenever we can find them. 
So are the patrol planes of the Air 
Force coastal command. We usual- 
ly find them by sound and attack 
by depth charge. They (the planes) 
sight them and attack by bomb.

190 AXIS SUBMARINES LOST,

GERMANS REPORT 
FORCING. CRIMEAN 
MOUNTAIN RANGE 


Reach South Coast, Split- 
ting Red Army Into 3 
Parts — City 250 Miles

BERLIN, Nov. 5 (AP).—German 
armies, sweeping southward 
through the Crimea, have forced 
their way through the rugged Yaila 
Mountains to the south coast of 
the peninsula between Sevastopol 


and Kerch, the German high com- 
mand announced today. 

The effect of this maneuver ap- 
parently was to split the defending 
Russian armies into three parts, 
dispatches from the battlefront 
having reported previously that 
Kerch had been cut off from the 
rest of the Crimea. 

The Berlin radio likened the Red 
Army’s retreat to the British with- 
drawal to Dunkerque and said 
roads were littered with broken- 
down trucks and abandoned artil- 
lery while snow drifted over the 
heaped dead in the roadside 
ditches. 

The southern coast town of Feo- 
dosiya, the radio said, was almost 
cleared of civilians when the Ger- 
man troops entered. It said wood- 
en homes had been fired and the 
harbor was littered with destroyed 
and damaged Soviet transport 
ships. 

While German troops continued 
the pursuit of the Russians in a 
southerly and easterly direction, 
the German air force continued to 
rain bombs on Sevastopol and 
Kerch and the port of Yalta, .be- 
tween them, to thwart withdrawal 
by sea, a communique from Adolf 
Hitler’s headquarters said. 

Two Soviet transports totaling 
10,000 tons and a patrol vessel were 
officially reported sunk in these 
attacks, and heavy damage was 
said to have been inflicted on five 
other merchant ships and a small 
cruiser.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (AP).—

House Passage Indicated. 

House leaders, it was said, ad- 
vised Roosevelt a substantial ma- 
jority of their chamber would fa- 
vor the measure provided it was 
limited to the issue of revising the 
Neutrality Law and did not contain 
extraneous amendments regarding 
labor. 

Roosevelt was said to believe 
that any labor legislation should 
be considered separately. One of 
those who attended the conference 
said he emphasized that the grave 
international situation made haste 
necessary in order that all the 
world might know as soon as pos- 
sible the foreign policy course 
which the United States wij! pur- 
sue, 


Walsh Opposes Revision. 


Chairman Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, of the Senate Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, protested today 
that to arm merchant ships now 
would “weaken our navy” at a time 
when he believes the nation is al- 
most certain to be involved in war 
—if indeed it is not already in. 

Walsh came out  filat-footed 
against the pending legislation for 
Neutrality Act revision.

Domei, news agency with offi- 
cial connections, said Kurusu 
would second the efforts of Am- 
bassador Admiral Kichisaburo No- 
mura to “explain the Japanese sit- 
uation to United States leaders, in- 
cluding President Roosevelt.” 

Seven-Point Program. 

The departure of the envoy, 
whose title is special adviser to 
Ambassador Nomura, coincided 
with publication in the Japan 
Times and Advertiser, Foreign Of- 
fice organ, of a seven-point pro- 
gram which it said the United 
States must accept if an accord 
is to be reached. 

In effect this called on America 
to withdraw its influence from the 
Orient, recognize Japan’s military, 
economic and diplomatic conquests 
of the last 10 years and approve 
its “new order” in greater East 
Asia. 

The Times and Advertiser pub- 
lished its declaration with the 
statement that if “the United 
States fails to take the right turn 
in the road she can face the alter- 
natives.” 

The same paper returned to the 
subject with an editorial in its aft- 
ernoon edition, urging the United 
States to sacrifice the Chungking. 
Government of China to insure 
peace, and to compose its differ- 
ences with Japan before turning 
full attention to its crisis with 
Germany. 

This is within America’s reach; 
the paper said, “because she is not 
as irrevocably committed to sup- 
port of Chungking as to fortifying 
Britain.” 

“To permit the downfall of 
Chungking would not greatly im- 
pair the position of the United 
States,” it said, adding that Brit- 
ain desires peace in the Pacific 
and safety of her Far Eastern 


ocean lanes. 

Kurusu is the diplomat who 
signed for Japan the three-Power 
Axis alliance at Berlin Sept. 27, 
1940, when he was Ambassador to 
Germany.

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RUSSIANS REPORT 
TANK ATTACKS ON 
SEVERAL MOSCOW 
SECTORS STOPPED 


Germans Thrown Back 
After Five-Mile Advance 
From W es t — Reds 
Bomb Danzig, Koenigs- 
berg and Riga. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 5 (AP).—‘“Dur- 
fing the day our forces fought bat- 
tles with the enemy on the whole 
front,” the Soviet Information Bu- 
reau announced tonight in a com- 
munique broadcast over the Mos- 
sow radio. This was a repetition 
of the language of the mid-day 


communique. 
(Some reports to London de- 


clared the Russians had _ recap- 
tured Kalinin, 95 miles northwest 
of Moscow.) 

A Soviet unit. on the Kalinin 
front was reported to have de 
stroyed 15 tanks, six armored cars, 
18 guns and several mortar bat- 
teries and annihilated about 600 
Germans in a day of fighting. 

“Tanks of Kuznetsov's unit, op- 
erating on the southern front,” the 
Russian communique said, “an- 
nihilated 15 tanks, two anti-tank 
guns and more than 95 enemy 
soldiers in one days fighting on 
Nov. 1.” 

Especially fierce fighting yester- 
day in the Crimean, Mozhaisk and 
Kalinin sectors was announced in 


the midnight communique, 


Danzig Bombed. 


In addition, the radio announced 
that the Red air force carried the 
attack to the enemy Monday 
night and Tuesday morning with 
raids on Danzig, Koenigsberg and 
Riga. 

Great explosions and fires were 
observed in all three cities, and all 
the Russian planes returned safe- 
ly, it was announced. 

The Red air force also was 
praised for its blows against the 
Germans in the field. The com- 
munique credited it with destruc- 
tion of 32 tanks, 250 trucks end 
15 field guns Monday, along with 
a large stock of ammunition and 
geveral military supply depots. 
Fifteen hundred of the invaders 
were declared dispersed and “an- 
nihilated.” 

One air unit on the southern 
front has destroyed 14 German 
tanks, 260 trucks and 16 guns in 
two days, the communique said, 
while another on the Kalinin tront 
was credited with destroying 1300 
trucks, seven tank cars, and six 
guns and annihilating eight Ger- 
man infantry companies in three 
days. 

Nazi Advance Nullified. 

A German column which ad- 
vanced five miles in. the sector of 
Mozhaisk, 57 miles west of Mos- 
cow, was said to have been halted 
and then driven back after a four- 
hour battle of mechanized units. 

The Moscow radio declared last 
night that “numerous attempts by 
enemy tanks to break through our 
defenses have been frustrated” on 
the approaches to the city. 


NAZIS THROW FRESH 
MEN AGAINST TULA

have failed to makc appreciable 
progress in a 48-hour battle to 
crush the defenses of Moscow, par- 
ticularly on the southern flank at 
Tula, it was said here today. 

S. A. Lozovsky, Soviet Vice-Com- 
missar of Foreign Affairs, told of 
the fighting at a press conference 
while rain and sleet fell alternately 
in this secondary capital of Russia 
on the Volga. 

Soviet dispatches said the Ger- 
mans were throwing extensive re- 


serves into the battle at Tula to 


maintain numerical superiority, us- 
ing the reinforced Third and 
Fourth tank divisions and the 
Twenty-ninth Infantry Division. 
German efforts to cross the 
Nara and Oka rivers, south of Mos- 
cow, were repulsed, dispatches said, 


and the Russians counterattacked | 


in some areas. 

Russian artillery and mortars 
pounded concentrations of German 
troops and tanks in other zones 
before Moscow, one large gathering 
of mechanized units being detected 
near Volokolamsk, 65 miles north- 
west of the capital. 

Lozovsky said the Red army was 
offering stubborn resistance in the 
battle for the heart of Russia, but 
acknowledged that the situation 
was serious, 

The German air force was said 
to be intensifying its attacks on 
Moscow, using new bases nearer 
the Soviet capital. Red Star, news- 
paper of the Red Army, _ said, 
however, that the drone of Rus- 
sian fighter planes patrolling the 
skies over Moscow could be heard 
almost constantly and that few 
German bombers actually got over 
the city. 

Red Star estimated that more 
than 200 German planes were shot 
down in attacks on Moscow during 
October.

ARMING WILL 


CUT LOSSES 


OF U. S. VESSELS, SAYS KNOX 


‘Submarines Have No Love 
_ for Ships With Guns on 
‘Their Decks’—Raiders 
Hunting in Packs, Secre- 
tary Asserts. | 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (AP)— 
Arming of merchant ships was de- 
scribed by Secretary of the Navy 
Knox today as one means of help- 


ing reduce American ship losses 
due to submarine attdcks in the 
Battle of the Atlantic. 

He was asked at a press confer- 
ence whether the employment of 
tactics new in submarine warfare 
as compared with World War 
methods meant that the arming of 
merchantmen would not be so ef- 
fective as in 1917-18. Emphatical- 
ly, Knox replied that placing guns 
on such vessels would help reduce 
losses. 

“Submarines have no love for 
ships with guns on their decks,” 
Knox asserted. He said that new 
U-boat tactics revolved chiefly 
around hunting in packs. He also 
noted that the submarines “are 
hunting on the surface at night,” 
and said that the arming of mer- 
chant vessels would make such 
raiding operations much more dif- 
ficult than when they were carried 
out against unarmed convoys pro- 
tected only by warship escorts. 

Declines Comment on Losses. 

He declined comment on recent 
losses of American naval ships in 
a small area of the North Atlantic 
west of Iceland. He said that all 
the information the navy had re- 
ceived on the sinking of the Reu- 
ben James had been given out and 
that a belated report was made on 
the torpedoing of the tanker 
Salinas only in order to permit that 
crippled vessel to reach safety. 

Asked whether these develop- 
ments, the Reuben James and 
Salinas encounters, particularly, 
had in any way modified the sit- 
uation in the Atlantic, Knox said 
that “the orders have not been 
changed and work is going on as 
before.” 


Order to Shoot on Sight. 

Orders given by President Roose- 
velt in mid-September were to 
shoot hostile ships on sight. 

Knox characterized as specula- 
tion an article in the United States 
Naval Institute publication saying 
that 140 submarines have been 
sunk in the war. Knox said that 
all that could be said with cer- 
tainty was that the British have 
said that they have sunk “a very 
considerable number of subma- 
rines.”’ 

Asked whether submarines of 
today were better able to withstand 
depth bomb attacks than those of 
the World War period, Knox re- 
plied, “I think there has been a 
general understanding that there 
has been an improvement in the 
construction of subs in the last 25 
years. I know ours have been im- 
proved,” : 

Errors in Missing List. 

The. Navy Department officially 
acknowledged yesterday heavy ioss 
of life in the Reuben James sirk- 
ing, announcing that all hope had 
been abandoned for the destroyer’s 
missing—seven officers and 88 
men. Counting two previously 
known dead, this made the official 
toll 97. 

The list, however, was subject 
to later revision, and the relatives 
of at least five seamen who had 
been reported lost said they were 
safe, thanks to last-minute trans- 
fers which took them off the de- 
stroyer’s roster before it was 
sunk: 

Officials said discrepancies 
might arise temporarily due to 
such changes in the crew but 
would be corrected after all late 
personnel records had been 
checked. No reduction in the num- 
ber of dead was expected, how- 
ever, because the place of trans- 
ferred men usually is filled by re- 
placements. 

Those Wrongly Listed. 

The Navy Department an- 
nounced that Peter Anderson, 
Sumner, Wash., previously listed 
as missing, is in Boston. Hig en- 
listment had expired.

| REUBEN JAMES DEATH LIST 
SMALLER THAN THAT ON 3 
U, S. SHIPS IN WORLD WAR 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5. 

HILE the loss of 97 men 
in the sinking of the de- 
stroyer Reuben James is 
said to be the greatest on a 
regular combat ship through 
belligerent action since 260 died 
in the blowing up of the 
Maine in 1898, casualties on at 
least three American ships in 
the World War were heavier. 

Three hundred and nine per- 
sons were aboard the U. 8S. &. 
Cyclops, 19,300 tons, which left 
' the Barbados, West Indies, 
March 4, 1918, and was not 
heard of again. The Navy De- 
partment lists the Cyclops as 
“disappeared at sea,” since it 
is not known that it was sunk 
in belligerent action. 

There were 214 killed; among 
them 99 army enlisted men and 
two officers, when the U. S. 8S. 
Ticonderoga, a cargo ship, 
was sunk by a submarine. 

A submarine also sank the 
Tampa, a Coast Guard cutter 
that had been taken over by 
the Navy, One hundred thirty- 
one officers and men, all.who 
were aboard, lost their lives 
when the Tampa went down off 
England.

LONDON, Nov. 5 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler will order a winter assault 
on the Caucasus even though it 
might engage his war-weary east- 
ern armies with a large wing of 
Gen, Sir Archibald P. Wavell’s In- 
dian command, a London military 
observer forecast today. 

It is almost certain, the observer 
said, that the battle between Ger- 
many and Britain will be fought 
in or south of the Caucasus, with 
Britons engaged on a common 
front with their Russian allies. 

The Germans so need a quick de- 
cision that they will accept the 
hazards of weather, terrain and 
extended supply lines to push 
ahead immediately rather chan 
take the alternate risks of digging 
in for the winter with the idea of 
resuming operations against re- 
organized and revitalized Soviet 
armies in the spring ,it was said. 

They would hope to seize control 
of oil, pipelines, timber and agri- 
cultural supplies from the Cau- 
casus, the observer commented. 
(How much would survive battle 
damage and Russian sabotage is 
problematical.) 

Cutting of the Persian Gulf-Iran- 
Caspian Sea route of British-Ameri- 
ican supplies for Russia would be 
another aim. 

If Hitler’s armies gained pos- 
session of the Caucasus by spring, 
the commentator said, battles to 
decide the fate of Iraq, Iran, Pales- 
tine, Syria, Egypt and ultimately 
India would be faught. The Nazis 
already are at Caucasia’s front, be- 
fore the Don River port of Rostov, 
and threatening a flank through 
the drive into the Crimea. 

Britain, however, is reported to 
be concentrating men and ma- 
terials in Northern Iran, and Brit- 
ish and Dominion troops are said 
to be eager for action in which they 
could try out new mobile equip- 
ment, planes and other supplies 
and seek to erase the defeats of 
Dunkerque, Greece and Crete. 

It would be no less logical, the 
observer said, for the reinforced 
British divisions in North Africa 
to launch a winter offensive from 
Egyptian bases against German- 
Italian concentrations in Libya. 

German positions in Libya and 
Southern Russia were likened 
here to a_ gigantic pincers—one 
claw aimed east and the other 
south—against British holdings 
from Africa to India. 

The Russians apparently are put- 
ting their main strength into the 
defense of Moscow in an attempt 
to prevent a Geyman prestige vic- 
tory, Hence, the observer seid, 
Hitler is expected merely to hold 
the capital under siege.

Crowd, Called to Protest About Wheat Pen- 
alty, Breaks Up Amid Hog Calls When 
Speaker Assails History Texts. 


A meeting of Southern Illinois 
farmers who gathered in the Ma-

Albert Vail, superintendent of 
schools at Breese, Ill., who has been 
attempting to organize a protest 
organization in St. Clair and Clin- 
ton counties which he calls the 
Producers for the U. S. A., was the 
principal speaker. He occupied the 
platform for 90 minutes, but had 
never got around to wheat when 
he was shouted down. 

The shouting came from a Belle- 
ville delegation that attended the 
meeting, 21 miles southeast of Belle- 
ville, to object to remarks they as- 
serted Vail has been making about 
them and their organizations dur- 
ing his organizing activities. 

Leading gradually into his sub- 
ject, Vail first wandered far afield, 
telling how national independence 
was being threatened by various 
educational foundations acting as 
what he termed were subversive 
propaganda machines attempting 
to effect a reunion of the British 
and American nations. 

The entourage from Belleville 
was silent and the farmers listened 
attentively, but bedlam broke loose 
when Vail charged that school 
textbooks on American history had 
been rewritten to please the Brit- 
ish. 

‘“‘Name the books,” shouted Oliv- 
er Muser, principal of Douglas 
School, Belleville, Vail ignored 
him but Muser was insistent. “I 
told you to name the textbooks,” 
he repeated. 

Attempting to make himself 
heard above the general shouting 
and stamping of feet, Vail named 
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four books. 


| “In what schools are they used?” 


Muser demanded to know. Vail 
replied he didn’t know, but that 
the books were on the approved 
list of the Illinois Board of Edu- 
cation. 

“Were they printed in Ger- 
many?” a heckler shouted, and 
there was another prolonged period 
of stamping and shouting. 

There was momentary quiet and 
Vail stated that the ,American 
Farm Bureau-~Federation was co- 
operating with these educational 
foundations. 

“How?” a member of the audi- 
ence shouted. 

“Through the 4-H Clubs,” Vail 
said, and the heckler shouted:

FIREMEN'S HEAD 


Charles Gray, Graft In- 
quiry Witness, Won't 
Answer on Ground of 
Self-Incrimination.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 5. — 
Charles Gray Webster Groves fire- 
man who is president of the Mis- 
souri Association of Fire Fighters, 
declined, on the ground that his 
answers might tend to incriminate 
him, to answer questions put to 
him today when he was recalled 
as a witness by the Cole County 
grand jury investigating graft at 
the last session of the Legislature. 

A list of 15 questions to which 
Gray refused to reply was certified 


to Circuit Judge Sam C, Blair, who 
conducted a hearing to determine 
whether Gray had properly invoked 
his constitutional privilege of re- 
fusing to give information which 
might incriminate hmself. 


One Question Disclosed. 


The list of questions was not im- 
mediately made public. One was 
read by Gray’s counsel, Aubrey B. 
Hamilton of St. Louis, in the 
course of his cross-examination of 
the foreman of the grand jury, 
John W. Hobbs. Hamilton asked 
if Hobbs regarded as material to 
the matter under investigation the 
question: “Do you know where 
the Weil Clothing Co. is situated 
in St. Louis?” The import of this 
question was not discussed, but 
Hobbs replied that he regarded it 
as material. 

Hobbs had testified that the 
grand jury was investigating gen- 
erally any corruption at the last 
session of the Legislature and spe- 
cifically, the use of a $5800 fund 
to promote a bill to tax fire in- 
surance premiums to provide pen- 
sions for firemen. The purpose of 
the questions directed to Gray, he 
said, was to ascertain whether he 
had taken part in any corrupt act. 

In refusing to testify, Gray fol- 
lowed the example of John A. 
Bourg, secretary of the St. Louis 
Firemen’s Union. Gray and Bourg 
were active in seeking passage of 
the pension bill, which was de- 
feated. 

Bourg’s refusal to testify about 
the fund, on the ground that his 
replies to questions might tend to 
incriminate him, has been sus- 
tained by Judge Blair. Earlier 
he had testified at a hearing 
before Mayor William Dee Becker 
in St. Louis that $5000 was 
withdrawn from the treasury of his 
local and turned over to the Mis- 
souri Association of Fire Fighters.

Only one, however— 
that of last Monday—was heavy 
enough to cause the use of lights 
on vehicles in the downtown 
streets in the forenoon. Under 
smoke conditions prevailing before 
enactment of the present ordi- 
mance palis frequently were heavy 
enough to require use of lights on 
automobiles and street cars 
through a considerable part of the 
day. 

The present ordinance does not 
entirely prohibit emission of dense 
smoke. A heating plant which is 
being cleaned or in which a new 
fire is being started may emit 
smoke of moderate thickness for 
as long as nine minutes, or 
“dense” smoke for six minutes. 
Otherwise, six minutes of smok- 
ing in any one hour is a violation 
of the ordinance. 

Smoke prohibited under the or- 
dinance is that classified as No. 2 
or denser on the standard Ringel- 
mann Chart which grades smoke 
from No. 1 for light up to No. 5 
for the densest, Trained inspec- 
tors are able by observation to 
elassify smoke coming out of 
chimneys»

Dispute Over California. 

Senator Downey (Dem.), Cali- 
fornia told the Senate he had been 
“very much surprised” to learn 
that 75 to 80 per cent of the people 
in California favored Neutrality 
Act revision, and his Republican 
colleague, Senator Hiram Johnson, 
immediately disputed him. 

“Take it from me,” Johnson 
shouted, “I am in touch with the 
State of California.” 

Johnson argued that to revise 
the act to permit the arming of 
ships and their travel to belligerent 
ports would surely mean war. He 
added: 

“Take your people into war if 
you want to, but remember when 
the casualty lists come rolling in 
. . - California, no less than any 
other state, was against war.” 

Downey, who previously had 
been associated with the Senate’s 
so-called ‘non-intervention” bloc, 
said he had talked with a repre- 
sentative cross section of Cali- 
fornia citizens in arriving at his 
percentages. 

“Means War,” Wheeler Says. 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, critic of administration for- 
eign policy, told the Senate that 
enactment of the neutrality revi- 
sion measure “means war—soon.” 
“Let me say to each Senator,” 
he continued. “Vote to repeal the 
Neutrality Act and you will be 
called upon to vote for war. Vote 
to destroy the Neutrality Act and 
you vote by indirection to destroy 
constitutional democracy.” 

He suggested that instead of 
convoying British ships and send- 
ing American merchant vessels into 
war zones the country might trans- 
fer warships to the British. That, 
he said, “would be a small price 
to pay if by it would avoid war.” 
Wheeler charged some labor and 
farm leaders supported the admin- 
istration’s foreign policy because 
the administration had “practical- 
ly Tammanyized the whole coun- 
try by favors out of the Treasury.” 
Senators Taft ({Rep.), Ohio; 
Clark (Dem.), Idaho, and Clark 
(Dem.), Missouri, criticised the ad- 
ministration for warning Finland 
to end its war with Russia, with 
Taft asking in tones of deepest 
sarcasm whether this country had 
received any assurances from Rus- 
sia that the latter woujd not at- 
tack Finland if and when it is 
victorious over Hitler. 

“We will be deeply ashamed,” 
said Taft, “for all time to come of 
our warning to Finland to cease 
a war which is essentially a de- 
fensive war.” 

Clark of Missouri challenged his 
hearers to name a “bona fide 
democracy” in Europe beside Fin- 
land and Switzerland. He said, 
too, that England had threatened 
to declare war on Finland and the 
United States had threatened to 
sever diplomatic relations with that 
country. 

Clark of Idaho denounced this 
Government’s demand as a “trav- 
esty” in view of its opposition to 
the Russian invasion of Finland 
two years ago. The United States 
had asked, he said, that Finland 
“quit gobbling up the big Russian 
bear, with its mouth dripping with 
blood.” 

Senator Hill (Dem.), Alabama, 
said this Government was only 
acting in behalf of its own inter- 
ests by endeavoring to have Fin- 
land quit helping the Nazis. 


CASH CUSTOMER OWNS SHARES 
EVEN IF BROKER IS BANKRUPT 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 5 (AP). 
—The Third United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals ruled yesterday 
that cash customers of bankrupt 
brokerage houses were entitled to 
repossession of their securities even 
when purchased in the name of the 
brokerage house. 

Court observers said it was the 
first interpretation by any of the 
higher Federal courts of a clause 
in the Chandler Act which pro- 
vides that a customer, unless he 
can prove the securities claimed 
are the identical ones bought for 
him by the broker, becomes a 
common creditor sharing pro rate 
with marginal creditors in the dis- 
tribution of assets. 

Trustees for creditors of the 
bankrupt investment house of Mc- 
Millan, Rapp & Co., objected to 
the claim of Paul Freeman, Phila- 
delphia, who sought to reclaim 700 
shares of Missouri-Kansas Pipe 
Line Co., stock.

The Emergency Board reported 
that its over-all wage increases, in- 
cluding vacation cost, would be 
about 12% per cent of present rail- 
road labor costs.

Further, the board recommended 
that a permanent basic minimum 
wage of 40 cents an hour be es- 
tablished for employes of short line 
railroads and a permanent basic 
minimum wage of 45 cents an hour

J. S. Pyeatt Tells Bond- 
holders Increased Earnings 
Have Made Reorganiza- 
tion Proposal Obsolete. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5 (AP).—J. 8. 
Pyeatt, chairman of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad, told the road's 
bondholders yesterday that earn- 
ings had improved so much they 
should reject the reorganization 
plan sponsored by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and later 
approved by the United States Dis- 
trict Court. 

Pyeatt declared the 1941 Revenue 
Act made the proposed plan un- 
workable, and added the plan had 
become obsolete by reason of better 
revenues for the Missouri Pacific 
resulting from the rapid indus- 
t‘alization of the Southwest. 

Announcing in a formal state- 
ment that he had addressed letters 
to 40,000 bondholders advising them 
to reject the plan on the ballots to 
be distributed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on Nov. 19, 
Pyeatt said: 

“The Missouri Pacific Railroad 
proposes to take these and other 
issues Of fact directly to the bond- 
holders, prior to raising them in 
the courts in which the proposed 
and now obsolete plan is pending.” 

Four-Fold Increase. 

He contended the proposed plan 
had been drawn up “without bene- 
fit of any annual earning figures 
more recent than 1938” and asserted 
that the system this year “should 
earn more than four times what it 
earned in that year (1938) before 
federal stock, income and excess 
profits taxes.” 

He said the effect of the 1941 
Revenue Act on the new capitali- 
zation proposed for the system was 
“prohibitive,” adding that federal 
taxes for the railroad in 1941 would 
amount to $10,000,000 under the 
proposed plan as compared with 
$1,600,000 under the old capitaliza- 
tion.” 

With 1941 earnings for the sys- 
tem estimated at $31,000,000 before 
these taxes, Pyeatt continued, “this 
$10,000,000 tax bill would absorb 
all the earnings otherwise applica- 
ble to dividends on the proposed 
new common stock and permit only 
a partial payment on the second 
preferred.” 

Alleghany Corp. Position. 

A spokesman for the Alleghany 
Corporation, present at Pyeatt’s 
press conference, said the former 
Van Sweringen railroad holding 
company would reject the I. C, C. 
reorganization plan. 

Alleghany Corporation at one 
time held control -of the Missouri 
Pacific through stock interests. 
Alleghany’s principal investment 
in the 12,000-mile system, if the 
plan became effective, would con- 
sist of about 220,000 shares of new 
commmon stock to be received in 
exchange for Alleghany’s slightly 
more than $11,000,000 face amount 
of convertible 5% per cent bonds. 

Alleghany Corporation, its 
spokesman said, was not seeking 
to retain control of the line, but 
to protect its investment. 

In his letter to the holders of 
Missouri Pacific junior bonds, 
Pyeatt said: 

“Your investment in the new 
company would be scaled down 
and represented only by common 
stock, but we believe that the 
value and earning power of the 
property are sufficient to justify 
every penny of the present capi- 
talization. In the same year that 
you are being asked to sacrifice a 
large part of your investment, the 
Missouri Pacific system is ap- 
proaching record earnings.” 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission’s plan for putting Mis- 
souri Pacific on its feet was de- 
veloped after several earlier plans 
had failed to muster the necessary 
support for adoption. 

The I. C. C. proposals were re- 
garded by financial interests as 
drastic, since they called for elim- 
ination of the present common and 
preferred stocks and a scaling 
down of the bonded capitalization 
by $110,000,000. :

PREDICTED AS WAR RESULT 


Morris Pian Bankers Told Taxes 
Must Rise Sharply te Pre- 

SEA ISLAND, Ga., Nov. 5 (AP). 
—Richard Stout of Washington, 
president of the Morris Plan Bank- 
ers’ Association, told the twenty- 
second annual convention yester- 
day that one result of the current 
world upheaval would be a wider 
distribution of wealth. This means, 
he added, “a complete realignment 
of the wealth structure of the 
country.” 

Stout advised businessmen to 
consider the present world con- 
flict as a revolution and not mere- 
ly a world war. 

Another convention speaker, Dr. 
J. B. Woodley, University of North 
Carolina economist, drew a lesson 
from the first World War to urge 
tax increases so sharp that salary 
increases would be “recaptured by, 
the Government in taxes.” . 

Woodley said inflation and sub- 
sequent deflation developed from 
the Government policy in the 
World War of raising one-third of 
the money needed by taxation and 
two-thirds by borrowing. 

“At a minimum,” he asserted, 
“we must reverse World War I 
proportions by raising two-thirds 
from taxation and one-third from 
borrowing to pay for defense.”

RAPID PLANT SHIFT 
10 MUNITIONS WORK 


Survey of 1897 Industrial 
Firm Reports 65.12 Pet. of 
Output for Defense 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5 (AP).—In- 
creasingly rapid conversion of in- 
dustrial plants to munitions mak- 
ing was reported today by Iron 
Age, on the basis of a survey of 


fabout 2000 companies. 


“The poll,” said the magazine, 
“showed that the conversion of 
civilian product plants to defense 
goods is farther along than is gen- 
erally believed, with companies in 
the poll reporting an average of 
65.12 per cent of their current op- 
erations for defense. 

“Of the 1897 companies submit- 
ting complete answers in the sur- 
vey, 1178 said their rate of pro- 
duction had not been affected by 
priorities but an even 500 compa- 
nies reported priorities losses. 

“Iron Age was told by 636 com- 
panies they are short of steel, al- 
though not all of this number had 
actually been forced to cut opera- 
tion for that reason. ; 

“Three hundred and seventy-four 
companies said they were short of 
non-ferrous metals such as copper, 
aluminum and zinc to a degree 
which has in most cases curtailed 
operations, while 145 companies 
declared their production has been 
handicaped by shortages of ma- 
chine tools and small tools of vari- 


ous types. 
“Steel ingot production this week 
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rose to 98 per cent, a gain of one 
point from last week's revised rate 
of 97 per cent. 

“Although October bookings were 
not as heavy as in the record- 
breaking month of August, new 
orders did run from 7 to 16 per 
cent ahead of the September fig-— 
ures. . . . In the last few days, 
bookings have continued to exceed 
production.

TALKED REVOLT 
SAYS U. 5. AT TRIAL 


Prosecutor at Sedition 
Hearing Asserts Group 
Suggested Overthrow of 


Government. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 5 
GAP).—The Government charged 
today in trial here of 28 persons on 
charges of seditious conspiracy, 
that the Socialist Workers Party 
told its workers back in March, 
1939, how Hitler could be defeated 
but that the plan involved over- 
throw of governments in democra- 
cies. 

Government prosecutors intro- 
duced in the trial an article in the 
Socialist Appeal, national party 
organ, saying that in fighting Hit- 
ler the main enemy is at home— 
“the imperialistic countries of Eng- 
land, United States and France.” 

“Your first job is to get rid of 
these bosses and their governments 


in your own country,” the article 
said. 

“You must free yourself and 
take over the factories, the mines 
and resources of your country for 
yourselves and administer them 
through your own workers’ govern- 
ment and not a bosses’ govern- 
ment,” the article said.

Missouri Farm Boy Who Mas- 
queraded as Egyptian 
Prince, Fined Also. 


Ali Yehi Debeh, Missouri farm 
boy whose flair for sartorial splen- 
dor once led him to masquerade 
as an Egyptian Prince, was sen- 
tenced to 10 months’ imprisonment 
and fined $600 today for posing as 
a Lieutenant Colonel in the Army 
Medical Corps. 

Clad in plain gray tweed, Debeh 
listened intently in United States 
District Court as his attorney, 
Clem Storckman, unsuccessfully 
attempted to convince Judge 
George H. Moore that Debeh’s 
casual adoption of military rank 
was harmless fun. 

“My client has a liking for uni- 
forms and is utterly foolish in 
wearing them,” Storckman told the 
Court. However, he argued, Debeh 
had not used the uniform to ob- 


tain money or credit and no one 
had been injured by his posing. 


Visited Puerto Rico. . 

Assistant United States District 
Attorney David M. Robinson point- 
ed out that Debeh had gone to San 
Juan, Puerto Rico, last March, at- 
tired in his lieutenant colonel’s 
uniform and pretending to be on a 
special mission to investigate sani- 
tary conditions on the Caribbean 
island. “Army officers at San 
Juan,” Robinson related, “accepted 
him at face value and put him up 
at the Officers’ Club.” : 

The prosecutor said Debeh had 
purchased the uniform and, for 
the benefit of doubting Thomases 
who might require further creden- 
tials, had had a fake officer’s iden- 
tification card printed in Chicago. 
When arrested at the Miami Hotel, 
809 North Grand boulevard, April 
21, Debeh told officers he was using 
the uniform “for display purposes 
only.” 

“Old Offender,” Judge Says 

“As an impersonator, Debeh is 
an old offender,” Judge Moore re- 
marked, imposing. the sentence’ of 
five months imprisonment and a 
$300 fine each on charges of illegal- 
ly wearing the army officer uni- 
form and possessing forged cre- 
dentials, the prison terms to. run 


consecutively. “He’s been a fraud 
for a great many years. Hejwas 
convicted of posing as a policeman 
in Toronto, Canada, in 1925.” 

Storckman said Debeh, out on 
bail since his arrest here, had 
been working as a draftsman at 
the Norfolk (Va.) Navy Yard. He 
presented a letter from the chief 
engineer there affirming the em- 
ployment. 

Debeh, born on a farm near Holt, 
in Clay County, about 35 miles 
northeast of Kansas City, was sen- 
tenced to-two years in Leaven- 
worth Penitentiary in 1937 for mail 
fraud in connection with his pos- 
ing as an arthritis specialist, using 
a spurious medical diploma he pur- 
chased for $2500. Postoffice in- 
spectors said Debeh represented 
himself as an Egyptian prince to 
patients, although the defendant 
maintained he had assumed roy- 
alty and princely regalia only for 
a masquerade ball in Chicago.

ITLER and the German for-

Interim earning statements of our great 
corporations show enormous sales increases. 
Profits, before figuring Federal income 
taxes, are far in excess of 1940. But after 
giving effect to estimated taxes due next 
year, in most instances the net income will 
decrease. 

Our national debt today is about 55 bil- 
lion dollars, or $53,775,000,000 over what it 
was before the beginning of the last World 
War. The Federal debt is continuing to 
increase, with no prospect of a balanced 
budget, even when the war is over, when 
great Federal spending will be necessary to 
bolster our economy. These facts indicate 
that industrial profits will be limited for 
years to come. For this reason, a great 
part of the attractiveness of common 
stocks, which investors have always consid- 
ered a hedge against inflation, is lost. This 
is particularly disturbing because present 
conditions parallel those in other countries 
preceding inflation. 


Usually ‘when industrial activity is high, 
and there is a demand for money by busi- 
ness, interest rates go up, Today, however, 
this is not so. Short-term commercial paper 
loans may be made today at rates anywhere 
from % per cent up; in 1916, the corre- 
sponding rates were 3.43 per cent. Interest 
returns on bonds are correspondingly low. 

Large Government borrowing, through 
the sale of Government bonds to banks, is, 


of course, responsible for these conditions. 


Increasing bank deposits, the result of this 
same procedure, are stimulating purchasing 
power at a time when demand is outrun- 


‘ning production. This is another factor 


contributing to the danger of inflation, with 
its attendant dislocation of our entire eco- 


‘schools and churches.

When an individual has illness in his 
family, his expenses go up, and his material 
wealth goes down. The only way he can 
meet this situation is by denying himself 
and his family some of the usual luxuries 
and pleasures.

SUIT IN UNIVERSITY CITY 
TO TEST SCHOOL FUND LAW 


Frienfly Action to Prevent Bond 
Election Nov. 25 Taken Under 
Advisement by Judge. 


A suit to determine the validity 
of a law enacted by the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature to alleviate 
the financial distress of University 


City schools was filed in the Cir- 
cuit Court. at Clayton yesterday. 

It was brought by the Citizens’ 
Committee of University City, 
headed by Prof. William H. Reals 
of Washington University, and 
seeks ‘to enjoin the school board 
from holding an $80,000 bond is- 
sue election Nov. 25. The commit- 
tee, which sponsored the legisla- 
tion, brought the suit as a friend- 
ly test case, Prof. Reals said. The 
act permits school districts to bor- 
row money for current expenses 
on approval of two-thirds of the 
voters. The School Board entered 
its appearance and filed a demur- 
rer alleging that the petition did 
not state a cause of action. Cir- 
cuit Judge John J. Wolfe took the 
pleading under advisement. 

The legislation was made neces- 
sary when a 44-cent levy on the 
$100 eof assessed valuation for 
building purposes was declared in- 
valid because it had been used for 
general purposes. Constitutional 
limitations permit only the levying 
of a. $1 tax on the $100 valuation 
for general purposes, an amount 
which proved insufficient to oper- 
ate the University City schools on 
the same plane as formerly. The 
committee is also sponsoring a 
constitutional amendment to per- 
mit an increase in this levy.

EXENVOY WILSON 
WARNS OF INFLATION 


Describes It as “Crucifixion” 
of Germany Following 
World War. 


America must take every step 
possible to avoid inflation, Hugh 


R. Wilson, United States diplomat |” 


and former Ambassador to Ger- 
many, told an audience at Soldan 


High School auditorium last night | 
in a lecture sponsored by the Wash- |. 


ington University Association. 


“Inflation destroys all the ele- 
ments upon which democracy is 
based,” he said. A member of the 
American legation in Berlin in the 
years immediately following the 
World War, he described the post- 
war inflation in Germany as a 
crucifixion. 

“No crucifixion I ever saw de- 
stroyed everything decent, stable 
and upright as much as Germany’s 
inflation,” Wilson declared. “The 
hardship was incredible; dubious 
characters rose from the cauldron. 
The Geyman bureaucracy was de- 
bauched in a few months and has 
never since risen to the high point 
of ability and integrity that it 
reached immediately following the 
war.” 

After listing briefly his experi- 
ences as Minister to Switzerland 
from 1927 to 1937, he discussed the 
failures and successes of the League 
of Nations, which he called a lab- 
oratory for future peace. He con- 
cluded that the most important 
lesson to be learned from the fail- 
ure of League sanctions was that 
armed force must be held in readi- 
ness to support any decision taken 
by a community of nations. 

Armed Force Needed. 

“Condemnation of a great state 
is futile unless we are willing to 
use armed force. Simple condemna- 
tion creates a pariah who combines 
with other pariahs against the 
smug states which banished them 
from the society of nations. Sanc- 
tions without the threat of armed 
force are exasperating without be- 
ing effective.” 

The experience of the League 
showed further, Wilson said, that 
no state would guarantee to use 
armed force if it did not feel that 
its vital interests were affected. 
The greatest gap in the League 
system, he stated, was that “no 
effective means were provided for 
a nation to ameliorate an intoler- 
able condition or situation.”

who considered conversations with 
Hitler the greatest experiences of 
their lifetime. 

Wilson told a reporter after the 
meeting that Goering was “a real 
number two man in Germany.” 

“Despite his appearance,” he said, 
“he is an extremely able adminis- 
trator. He knows how to pick 
subordinates and how to get the 
most out of them. Goering is the 
antithesis of the Nazi mystics.” 

Much of the former Ambassador's 
speech was concerned with remi- 
niscences and descriptions of the 
more important events in his ca- 
reer. He was born in Evanston, IIL, 
in 1885, joining the diplomatic serv- 
ice in 1911. He has served in 
Guatemala, England, Argentina, 
Austria, France and Japan. After 
his recall from Germany in 1938, 
Wilson served as a special adviser 
to Secretary of State Cordell Hull. 
He retired from the diplomatic 
service last December. The speech 
will be repeated tonight at Soldan.

FINNS QUT OF WAR 


Says Tiny Country Is Fight- 
ing in Karelia to Recover 
Homes and Former Coun- 
trymen. — 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5 (AP). — 
Former President Herbert Hoover 
issued a public statement yester- 
day protesting against the attitude 
of the United States Government 
toward Finland in relation to the 
conflict with Soviet Russia. 

Following is the text of his state- 
ment: 


“I protest at the United States | 
‘| using pressure upon democratic 


Finland on behalf of Communist 
Russia. The independence of Fin- 
land from Russia, 20 years ago, 
was largely an American creation. 


‘|The name of Woodrow Wilson is 


on a score of Finnish landmarks. 
We set Finland on her feet. The 


Finns were the only people in 
Europe who repaid the money we 
loaned them. 

“Only two years ago this peace- 
ful little nation was outrageously 
attacked by Communist Russia. 
Our whole country heralded Fin- 
land’s resistance as the most 
heroic stand of democracy since 
Thermopylae. The Finns, to save 
something, surrendered a third of 
their land to Russia. Then the 
Communists drove 600,000 Finnish 
men, women and children from the 
homes they had held for 500 years 


f|—without even bedclothes to pro- 


tect them from the winter. True 
their armies have gone into Kare- 
lia, but formerly that was also 
mostly Finnish. Can America re- 
proach them for taking the first 
chance to recover these homes and 
their former countrymen? 

“Has America lost all sense of 
human and moral proportions?”

For it must never be forgotten 
that France was conquered and 
Britain placed in mortal danger 
only because Hitler broke the law 
and his own pledges as well: Had 
Hitler observed the law of na- 
tions and kept his own solemn 
pledges, he could not have turned 
the Maginot line, he would not 
have been in a position to threat- 
en the destruction of British sea 
power. The whole military history 
of the year 1940 would have been 
different. For the situation which 
compelled America to go to the 
support of Britain arose out of 
the absolutely lawless violation of 
four small neutral nations. 

e = = 

HUS, whether the case be 

argued on the narrow ground 
of who fired the first hostile shot, 
or on the broader ground of why 
the United States and Gérmany 
have come to collision, the conclu- 
sion is the same: the vital interests 
of America have been threatened 
by the lawless acts of Hitler’s Gov- 
ernment. His lawlessness in Eu- 
rope gave him the military vic- 
tories which compelled America to 
enact lease-lend; his lawlessness 
at sea, his refusal to observe the 
laws he had himself agreed to, 
gave him a deadly but asolutely 
illegal power at sea which has led 
to the hostilities in the Atlantic. 


The American intervention, the 
change from the isolationist policy 
of 1939-40 to the present American 
policy of intervention, are due to 
the fact that as a result of Hitler’s 
violation of law, Hitler’s power has 
grown too great for American se- 
curity. Hitler would not have con- 
quered France in six weeks, and 
threatened Britain with invasion or 
strangulation if, despite the power 
of his armies and air force, he had 
waged war only against his de- 
clared enemies, Great Britain and 
France. The indispensable condi- 
tion of his military success was 
the isolation of four neutrals, and 
without the success he won by this 
violation of law there would not 
exist the present situation as be- 
tween Germany and the United 
States. 


‘ + . . 

HE United States has often 

proclaimed its conviction that 
the peace of the world depends 
upon the observance of law. The 
events of the past two years have 
demonstrated conclusively hgw im- 
possible it is for the United States 
to defend its vital interests ‘and 
yet remain at peace if the funda- 
mental law of nations is challenged 
and destroyed. We should not be 
on the verge of war with Hitler 
if Hitler had observed the law on 
which the security of our vital in- 
terests depends. 


It follows that we shall never 
again be at peace until the law 
among nations has been re-estab- 
lished, and that no peace will en- 
dure unless there arises the will 
and the organized power to uphold, 
as against all who would | 
it, the authority of the law,

command far greater resources, 
that Germany must inevitably 
grow weaker, while its opponents 
grow stronger. He does not seem 
to understand the effect of all this 
on morale: the morale, the will to 
fight, of the people, and 
of their captives who already are 
stirring restiessly under the Ger- 
man yoke. 

He does not appear to know 
there are two methods of attack- 
ing a country, just as there are of 
attacking a fortress: assault and 
blockade. He apparently never has 
heard that in the history of sieges, 
great and small, these methods 
usually are combined, that the 
weakness produced by blockade 
are exploited by assault, delivered 
when the time and circumstances 
favor success. 

Indeed, Lindbergh’s military the- 
ories appear to rest on ill-informed 
reflections of his own, rather than 
on any examinatiion or study of 
military history. 


Air Power for Offense. 


He speaks of air power as a de- 
fensive weapon against assault, but 
he does not appear conscious of its 
worth as an offensive weapon. He 
does not dwell on the effect of a 
rising scale of air bombardment 
against Germany as British-Amer- 
ican production rises to heights 
which Germany never can hope to 
equal. He does not see these bomb- 
ing fleets, striking at the interior 
communications and manufactur- 
ing facilities of Germany, are ac- 
tually an extension of the strangu- 
lation of sea blackade,“and that 


they inevitably must produce a pro- | 


gressive weakening of German 
fighting power until its battle-po- 
tential, relative to that of Germa- 
ny’s opponents, has sunk so low 
that assault becomes practicable — 
providing the German will to fight 
lasts so long as to make it neces- 
sary. 
_ Perhaps his gravest error is that 
which, in other ways and under 
other circumstances, has been made 
by so many commentators on mili- 
tary affairs since the close of the 
last war. The Lindbergh military 
theory is just another version of 
the cult of the defensive, which 
brought France to ruin, which al- 
most did the same for Britain, and 
which is capable of doing likewise 
for America if its precepts con- 
tinue to dominate our policies, for- 
eign and military. “Make America 
so strong that no one will dare at- 
tack us,” advises Lindbergh, “but 
never take the initiative, never hit 
first.” A boxer or a football team 
which accepted that advice would 
never win fame; a nation which 
accepts it will in the end succumb 
to enemies better advised. 
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conditions to which we have be- 
come accustomed, of European and 
Asiatic balances of power under 
which the tide of international 
struggle sway back and forth, but 
which never permit of strong Old 
World concentrations against 
American objectives. We are rath- 
er faced with the probability that 
unless we intervene to prevent it, 
one power will become supreme in 
Europe, and another in Asia, and 
that the two may well combine 
thereafter against the only remain- 
ing citadel of freedom, the United 
States. We can fight offensively 
now, and hope to win; we can fight 
defensively later, with far less 
hope. The cost of acting now may 
be great; the cost of acting later 
when we are forced to fight a de- 
fensive war against tremendous 
odds will be far greater. 

We can allow the “one-by-one” 
strategy to march on from victory 
to victory, with. ourselves the last 
victim, alone, with no one to aid 
us; or we can defeat it by timely 
action, at a cost greater than we 
needed to pay had Lindbergh’s ad- 
vice been rejected in 1938, but not 
at the cost we should have to pay 
‘were we to continue to accept that 
advice now. 

These are the cold, hard facts of 
the military situation, viewed in 
the light of experience and of the 
lessons of centuries of warfare. 
One can only hope that even at 
this late day Lindbergh may find 
time to study those lessons before 
he again makes use of his wide 
audience to offer military advice 
to his fellow countrymen. 


COURT COMPLICATES PLAN 
OF OVERLAND ANNEXATION 


Approves Incorporation of Two 
Villages in Area Sought in 
Election Nov. 25. . 


New problems were added yester- 
day to the City of Overland’s tan- 
gled jurisdictional affairs when 
the County Court approved incor- 
poration of two new villages in 
the area which Overland seeks to 
annex in a special election Nov. 25. 

They were Vinita Park, a trian- 
gular tract, lying between Page 
avenue, Walton road and the Creve 
Coeur tracks, with a population of 
650, and Sycamore Hills, lying be- 
tween Vinita Park and the present 
limits of Overland, with 1000. Both 
villages are in the eastern section 
of the area sought, Another village, 
Schuermann Heights, in the west- 
ern section of the area, was left 
out of the Overland annexation or- 
dinance and would become an 
Island within the city if annexa- 
tion wins. 

Already beset with legal ques- 
tions involving even the validity 
of its present status, Overland’s at- 
tempt to grow from a town of 2700 
to one of 30,000 persons by the an- 
nexation are further complicated. 
Mayor A. C, Fritz said: “It looks 
like the villages got in ahead of 
us and our ballots will have to be 
changed to leave them out.” How- 
ever, Orla M. Hill, attorney for 
Overland, said he thought the city 
had obtained jurisdiction over the 
area by its ordinance and that the 
incorporation of the village -was 
void.

Testifies He Asked Why 
He Didn’t Get Money 
and Was Told, ‘Oh, 


Of.’ 


the State of North Dakota were 
paid in 1937 by the manager of the 
Bank of North Dakota to a man 
who had been one of the jurors 
two years previously in a trial of 
Senator Langer (Rep.), North Da- 
kota. 

Ingstad, testifying at committee 
hearings on the fitness of Langer 
to hold a Senate seat, named 
Ernest Reich of Casselton, N. D., 
as receiving the money from 
Frank Vogel, the State bank man- 
ager, 

Former Senator Edward Burke ' 


of Nebraska, counsel for a groyp 
opposed to seating Langer, identi- 
fied Reich as a member of a jury 
which disagreed in 1935 when Lan- 
ger, Vogel and others were tried 
on a charge of conspiracy to ob- 
struct the orderly operation of an 
act of Congress. 

Burke called Vogel a “right-hand 
man” of Langer, who was North 
Dakota’s Governor at the time 
Ingstad said he failed to receive 
his commission. 

Says Reich Phoned Him. 

Ingstad said Reich telephoned 
him that Vogel wanted to see him. 
When he arrived at the bank with 
Reich, he continued, Vogel pro- 
duced a check for $950 from the 
Rosholt. Manufacturing Co, of Min- 
neapolis, the amount Ingstad said 
was due him for selling Rosholt 
road machinery to the State. 

Ingstad told the committee that 
he had no knowledge of how the 
check came into Vogel’s possession. 

Vogel asked him to indorse the 
check, he said,-and he did so, be- 
lieving that the bank manager in- 
tended to cash it and give him the 
money. 

Instead, Ingstad testified, Vogel 
handed it to Reich, saying, “Here, 
Ernie, is the check.” 

Asked Vogel “How Come?” 

“I didn’t know what to say,” 
Ingstad recalled. “I asked, ‘How 
come?’ and he said, ‘Oh; you'll be 
taken care of’.” 

Vv. W. Brewer, a Minneapolis 
bond broker, told the committee he 
paid Langer $610 in 1936 for legal 
assistance in connection with a 
projected sale of bonds to the 
North Dakota Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Bureau and for advice on 
other matters. 

In reply to a question by O. R. 
McGuire, an attorney for peti- 
tioners opposing the seating of 
Langer, Brewer said he could not

the time I arrived they had decided 
that it was a little undignified to 
hide. We agreed we would just 
stay put and see what happened. 
On my first night in Moscow, 
the raid did. not start until 2 
o'clock. I had gone back to my 
room down the hall and was asleep 
when the sirens sounded. I went 
back to the Caldwell apartment. 
We put out all the lights and just 
sat there until the warden came 
for us. Then we told him in a 
very determined voice ,that w 
were Americans and that we were 
working. We did not know how 
to say “we are working” in Rus- 
sian, so we said “we are Ameri- 
cans and we do not understand 
Russian”’—we knew how to say 
that—and the world gazeta, which 
means newspaper. This baffled 
the warden. He came back several 
times at intervals of 15 minutes to 
a half-hour but finally gave up. 
After that night he never both- 
ered us, and we used to order 
sandwiches and beer at dinner 
time and set them by in case there 
would be a raid. When there was 


a raid we all got together—Archie® 


Steele of the Chicago Daily News- 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch foreign 
service usually joined us—and aft- 
er Peggy had set her cameras on 
the balcony with their shutters 
open, we all sat down and ate the 
sandwiches and drank the beer 
and waited for the planes. Some- 


times we had raspberries and sour | ; 


cream instead of sandwiches. 
Once the .American Ambassador 
gave us a bottle of whisky and we 


drank that. Every once in a while | 


one of us would get up and go 
out on the balcony to see if we 
could see or hear the show start- 
ing. 


What Happened : 
When Guns Went Off. 


T would begin way out on the 

edge of the city, and sometimes 
you could see the flicker of the 
bursting shells before you could 
hear any sound or see any search- 
lights. These must have been 
fired way off over the horizon. 
It was always exciting when they 
came nearer, for the searchlights 
would go on and the firing would 
grow from a rumble to a bedlam 
of barks, crashes, whines and 
roars. The big square made every- 
thing echo. The barrage was very 
heavy. If a plane got in over the 
city the Russians seemed to let the 
whole thing go at once—guns on 
top of every big building for miles. 
They fired so continuously that all 
the noises got mixed up—the crash 
of the guns, the plop of the shells 
from the sky, the screech of. the 
shells going up and the clatter of the 
shrapnel coming down, the echoes 
of all these sounds, and the rat- 
tat-tat of the machine guns and 
the different sounds the different 
calibers of guns made. It all 
blurred into a continuous roaring 
and crashing and whirring and 
tinkling. The shrapnel would 
come. down in such a rain that 
where it struck sparks from the 
pavement in the square it looked 
like fireflies. When a piece of 
shrapnel fell close to the balcony 
it made a noise like a bat flying 
through the air. 

Then you had to decide whether 
it was safe to stay on the balcony, 
even if you wore a special helmet 
the Government had given Erskine. 
*¢ had a wide steel skirt on it which 
protected one’s shoulders. It was 
So hervy no one wanted to wear it 
for more than a few minutes. 

We saw no bombs drop. 

Sirens like those in London an- 
nounce the alarm but do not sound 
the all-clear. The all-clear comes 
over a city-wide loudspeaker system 
and echoes through the deserted 
streets and squares. 

Moscow’s air-raid precaution sys- 
tem has functioned smoothly since 
the first day of the war—excépt on 
that wonderful night when the all- 
clear came around midnight. Peo- 
ple packed up out of the subway to 
go home, only to find that they 
were not allowed through the 
strects without special passes. 
They tried to get back into the 
subway, but there was another 
rule that said they could not take 
shelter in the subway unless there 
was a raid on—and the raid was all 
over. So several tens of thousands 
of people spent the rest of the 
night sitting in the street, outside 
the subway entrances, arguing with 
what policemen would listen to 
them. 

There was only one real tragedy 
when I was in Moscow: a direct hit 
on a street below which the sub- 
way came close to the surface. The 
bomb did not go through but it 
caved in the tube below and many 
people were killed. 

The factories around Moscow 
work on the British spotter sys- 
tem—that is; they go right on 
working until the enemy plane is 
directly overhead, when their own 
roof spotters give them warning. I 
am told in Moscow, as in England, 
production per hour always goes 
up during an air raid. :

DIAGNOSIS: First of all, there is no such person as an 
illegitimate child.

Two brothers, for example, are more 
closely related than are father and son, yet they may hate 
each other as Cain hated Abel. They may cheat or steal from 
each other, and cherish no mutual love whatever. So blood 
relationship does not indicate spiritual affinity.

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IN CASES LIKE this one today, as well as when people 
formally adopt youngsters, it is well to give the child the 
facts before he enters kindergarten, for somebody is almost 
inevitably going to taunt him with his background. But give 
him the facts in such a way that he can feel superior instead 
of inferior, thus turning the tables on his tormentors. Tell 
him, for example, that you chose him deliberately because he 
was a good child and you loved him. In other words, you picked 
him intentionally, whereas the parents of other children must 
take what comes, with no ability to choose.

Steady Use 
Of Sedatives 
Is Harmful

S the continued use of brom- 
| ides injurious in any way? Will 

stopping its use after taking it 
three times daily for two years 
affect the system? 

This is a bona fide inquiry from 
a reader. It seems strange that it 
should be bona fide. How could 
any adult suppose that taking a 
sedative three times a day for 
two years would not be injurious? 
Bromides, of all drugs, tend most 
prominently to accumulate in the 
system and produce skin erup- 
tions and other symptoms. 

Bromide intoxication is increas- 
ing in the United States and pre- 
sents a considerable health prob- 
lem. One of the great dangers 
comes from just such’ conditions 
as are revealed in this letter. A 


person keeps on taking bromides 


regularly and it becomes so 
natural that they ‘fail to ascribe 
the poor health they suffer to the 
drug. In fact, they keep on taking 
more to get rid of the headaches, 
trembling, nausea, irritability and 
dizziness that the drug induces. 
A vicious circle is produced, 

The bromide habit is usually 
started by a physician’s prescrip- 
tion. This is most often given for 
the symptoms of chronic alcohol- 
ism or general nervousness. Even 
if the physician warns that the 
drug should not be kept up after 
the prescription runs out, the 
warning is often forgotten.

Minerals in the Body

OME wit once figured that at 
Qrarket prices of the minerals 

found in the human: body the 
average man would be worth only 
a few dollars. Insurance com- 
panies set a value of $5000 in their 
casualty policies for one who is 
killed in an automobile accident. 


How much more an _  indi- 
vidual may be worth we have no 
way of knowing. Certainly one’s 
life is more precioug to his family, 
and no mere dollars and cents 
valuation can be placed on him. 
And, living, there can be no price 
figured on the mineral elements 
in the human body. For, small as 
they are, they are priceless. On 
them life itself depends. 


In the average man weighing 
about 154 pounds there are about 
1000 grams of calcium, about 700 
grams of phosphorus, 250 grams of 
potassium, less than 200 grams of 
sulphur, about 100 grams each of 
sodium and chlorine, less than 40 
grams of magnesium and less than 
three grams of iron. Traces of 
copper, arsenic, zinc, aluminum, 


nickel and other mineral] elements 
are found. 

We know that mineral elements 
—calcium and phosphorus in par- 
ticular—are important for the for- 
mation and health of bones and 
teeth. We know that phosphorus 
and iron both are nec for 
proper nutrition functions. We 
know that both these mineral ele- 
ments are necessary in keeping 
the untold billions of cells in the 
human body alive, active and 
healthy. These are but a few of 
the functions which are served by 
the minerals. 

How important are all of the 
mineral elements and the exact 
function of each of the known ele- 
ments has not been proved in en- 
tirety. But of the group about 
which science is certain there are 
four which have been well estab- 
lished. If we get these four the 
natural way we're pretty sure of 
getting the others. The first is 
calcium.

Many such 
patients are puzzles when ad- 
mitted to hospitals because they 
are so dull mentally that they fail 
to give the one illuminating point 
in the history, their habit of tak- 
ing bromides, and the family does 
not know about it. 

Bromides stay in the blood a 
long time and tend to accumulate 
and accumulate. Even after the 
bromide is stopped, it does not all 
get out of the system for months. 


Its elimination can be hastened 
greatly by feeding sodium chloride 
—common salt. For those patients 
who need to take bromides over a 
long period of time, it should be 
insisted that they take plenty of 
salt along with it.

In the 
Reichstag tonight, Hitler “offered” 


CHAPTER SIXTEEN, 
Bio ve July 19, 1940.—It is not 


peace. He said he saw no reason’ 


why this war should go on. But 
of course it’s peace with Hitler 
sitting astride the Continent as 
its conqueror. 

Leaving the fantastic show in 
the Reichstag—and it was the most 
colorful of all I've ever seen—I 
wondered what the British would 
make of it. I had hardly arrived 
at the Rundfunk to prepare my 
talk when I picked up the BBC in 
German. And there was the an- 
swer already! It was a great big 
No. The more I thought of it, 
the less I was surprised. Peace 
for Britain with Germany abso- 
lute master of the continent is im- 
possible. The announcer heaped 
ridicule on Hitler’s every utter- 
ance. 

Officers from the high command 
and officials from various min- 
istries sitting around the room 
could not believe their ears. One 
of them shouted at me: “Can you 
make it out? Can you understand 
those British fools? To turn down 
peace now?” I merely grunted. 
“Theyre crazy,” he said. 

The Hitler we saw in the Reich- 
stag tonight was the conqueror, 
and conscious of it, and yet so 
wonderful an actor, so magnifi- 
cent a handler of the German 
mind, that he mixed superbly the 
full confidence of the conqueror 
with the humbleness which always 
goes down so well with the masses 
when they know a man is on top. 
His voice was lower tonight; he 
rarely shouted as he usually does; 
and he did not once cry out hys- 
terically. 3 

I’ve often sat in the gallery of 
the Kroll Opera House at these 
Reichstag sessions watching the 
man as he spoke. I’ve often ad- 
mired the way he uses his hands, 
which are somewhat feminine and 
quite artistic. Tonight he used 
those hands beautifully, seemed to 
express himself almost as much 
with his hands—and the sway of 
his body—as he did with his words 
and the use of his voice. I noticed 
too his gift for using his face and 
eyes. (cocking his eyes) and the 
turn of his head for irony, of which 
there was considerable in tonight’s 
speech, especially when he referred 
to Mr. Churchill. 

Under one roof I have never 
seen sO many gold-braided gen- 
erféls before. Massed _ together, 
their chests heaving with crosses 
and other decorations, they filled 
a third of the first balcony. Part 
of the show was for them. Sud- 
denly pausing in the middle of his 
speech, Hitler became the Napo- 
leon, creating with the flick of his 
hand (in this case the Nazi sa- 
lute) 12 field-marshals, and since 
Goering already was one, creating 
a special honor for him—Reichs- 
marshal. 

It was amusing to watch Goer- 
ing. Sitting up on the dais of the 
speaker in all his bulk, he acted 
like a happy child playing with his 
toys on Christmas morning. (Only 
how deadly that some of the toys 


train in the attic of Karin Hall, 
happen to be Stuka bombers!) |: 
Throughout Hitler’s speech Goer- |} 
ing leaned over his desk chewing 
his pencil, and scribbling out in 
large scrawly letters the text of 
his remarks which he would make 
after Hitler finished.. But always 
he kept one ear cocked on the 
leader’s words, and at appropriate 
moments he would put down his 
pencil and applaud heartily, his 
face a smile of approval from one 
ear to the other. 

He had two big moments, and he 
reacted to them with the happy 
naturalness of a big child. Once 
when Hitler named two of his air- 
force generals field-marshals, he 
beamed like a proud big brother, 
clapping his hands with Gargan- 
tuan gestures, pointing his big 
paws at the new field-marshals as 
at a boxer in the ring when he’s 
introduced. 

The climax was when Hitler 
named his Reichsmarshal. Hitler 
turned around and handed him a 
box with whatever insignia a 
Reichsmarshal wears. Goering took 
the box, and his boyish pride and 
satisfaction was almost touching, 
old murderer that he is. He could 
not deny himself a sneaking glance 
under the cover. of the lid. Then he 
went back to his pencil-chewing 
and his speech. 


I considered his popularity—sec- 
ony only to Hitler’s in the coun- 
try—and concluded that it is just 
because, on occasions like this, he’s 
so human, so completely the big, 
good-natured boy. (But also the 
boy who in June, 1934, could dis- 
patch men to the firing squad by 
the hundreds.)

Berlin, July 22—Halifax broad- 
cast Britain’s answer to Hitler’s 
“peace proposal.” It was an em- 
phatic “No.” 
Berlin, Aug. 1 — Everyone im- 
patient to know when the invasion 
of Britain will begin. I have taken 
two new bets offered by Nazis in 
the Wilhelmstrasse. First, that the 
swastika will be flying over Traf- 
algar Square by Aug. 15. Second, 
by Sept. 7.

Berlin, Aug. 11—For some days 
now workmen have been busy 
erecting new stands in the Pari- 
serplatz outside my hotel. Now the 
talk in party circles is that Hitler 
is so certain of the end of the 
war—either by conquest of Britain 
or by a “negotiated” peace with 
Britain—that he has ordered these 
stands to be ready before the end 
of the month for the big victory 
| parade through the Brandenbur- 
ger Tor. 
(Later)—Today has seen along 
the coast of England the greatest 
air battle of the war. German 
figures of British losses have been 
rising all evening. First the Luft- 
waffe announced 73 British planes 
shot down against 14 German; 
then 79 to 14; finally at midnight 
89 to 17. Actually, when I counted 
up the German figures as given 


afternoon and evening, they 
totaled 111 for British losses, The 
Luftwaffe is lying so fast it isn’t 
consistent even by its own account.
